THE CRUISER PROGRAM. 
Presldput Hoov er is opcnlnR hlm.self to well-found- 
ed criticism b y congre.sg when he attem pts to set aside 
a cruiser program which was drafted and approv ed 
b efore the present occupant of the W hite Hou.se was 
elected. 
TTie law confers no such authority upon the presi­ 
dent. It directs that ships shall b e b uilt within a spe­ 
cified period. 
The appropriations for the first b attle 
cruisers hav e already b een made. 
It Is clearly m an­ 
datory upon Mr. Hoov er to see tha t construction is 
carried out In accordance with the law. 
If the president has the right to .set aside and nulli­ 
fy this act b y congress, then he has the authority to 
ignore any congressional measure which does not 
meet with his approv al, or which does not fit in with 
his Ideas. T hat Ls the point which Senator Swanson, 
a memb er of the committee on foreign affairs, made 
In his criticism of the president Sunday morning. By 
his failure to comply with the prov isions of the b at­ 
tle cruiser law, Mr. Hoov er 
Is 
doing w hat he has 
sharply reb uked. 
He Is .selecting the laws which he 
b eliev es .should b e ob serv ed and he Is v iolating one 
which he 
thinks 
would 
prov e detrim ental to the 
American people. 
It Is inconsistent and unsound. 
Why name a commission to study the causes contrib ­ 
uting to the growing dlsre.spect for gov ernment Insti­ 
tutions In the United States when the W hite House 
Itself furnishes ev ery 
citizen with 
an 
example of 
flaunting legislation with which it disagrees? 
« 
• 
• 
Mr. Hoov er has b een In W ashington during the en­ 
tire period of this widening b reach b etween the exe­ 
cutiv e and legislativ e b ranches of gov ernment ov er 
arm am ent. He knows w hat created it. He recognizes 
tha t It Is an outgrowth of the sham agreem ent drawn 
under the 
leadership of 
President 
Harding and 
Secretary of State Hughes at the W ashington arm s 
conference. 
The "5-5-3 ratio’’ adopted at tha t time 
was v alueless as applied to the pfesent-day prob lems 
of arm am ent. W hat It actually accomplished was the 
Junking of warshlj^ which had already b ecome ob so­ 
lete and which had b een replaced in modern nav al 
w arfare b y b attle cruisers. The agreem ent placed no 
lim itations on cruiser b uilding, with the result that 
O reat Britain. France and Japan continued merrily 
with their program.s. 
Only 
America lagged, to fall 
hopelessly In the rear. 
Mr. Coolldge was warned re­ 
peatedly b y congress tha t It was folly for America to 
Ignore w hat was b eing done b y other countries. 
It 
was suggested tha t In the ev ent the agreem ent per­ 
fected a t the W ashington conference could not b e 
extended to Include cruisers and auxiliary ships, then 
Uncle Sam had no other choice than to form ulate a 
program of construction. 
Mr. Coolldge attem pted to 
get France, O reat Britain, and Japan around the con­ 
ference tab le at Genev a. He failed dismally and m is­ 
erab ly 
Then congress drafted Its cruiser program. It 
did only what prudence and foresight dictated. 
Now Mr. Hoov er says that b ecause a new ministry 
In G reat Britain Is willing to receiv e pro^xisals for a 
further reduction in arm am ent, the United States 
should not proceed with construction. 
Has he in ­ 
form ation O reat B ritain will scrap the b attle cruisers 
which she has b uilt In the.se last six years? 
If so, it 
is adm itted the cruiser program Is ab surd and should 
b e set aside. 'That should b e done legally, howev er, 
and not through executiv e action. 
If O reat Britain 
expects America to grant her the 
huge 
adv antage 
which she, France, and Japan hav e gained while the 
United States was doing nothing, It places an entire­ 
ly different complexion on the prob lem. 
•

Mr. Coolldge did not b uild b attle cruisers b ecause 
economy was the watchword of his admlnl.stratlon. 
He could not continue his program of tax reduction 
If he approv ed spending huge suras of money for war- 
shlpt. 
T hat Is one of the worries confronting Mr Hoov er 
He Is amb itious to keep the tax b urden as low as pos­ 
sib le. 
He and his associate^» know it will b e Impos­ 
sib le to do any more sla.shlng and more than that. 
It will b e most fortunate if mcrea.ses 
are 
av oided. 
Mr Hoov er has projected v ast programs of Internal 
Improv ement which call for large allotm ents of tax 
funds. 
Treasury receipts may b e diminished b ecause 
one large source, Inv >me taxes, are dependent ufwn 
Uie currents of b usiness and trade. 
It will b e Impos­ 
sib le to leav e taxes at the present lev els If funds are 
v ised for perm anent Internal Improv ements, and rev e­ 
nue collections grow smaller. 
But If Mr. Hoov er Is determined to hold up cruiser 
construction he should carry his case to congress. The 
law which prov ides for the b attle cruiser program 
should b e repealed Otherwise the president Is In the 
same position as any other m an who Ignores n statute 
which he does not like. 


WHERE THE BLAME LAY. 
It has b een the general b elief tha t m any of the 
sev eral hundred b ank failures in Neb raska during the 
past nine years were the result of carelb ss work b y 
state b ank examiners In not uncov ering and report­ 
ing priv ate speculation and unlawful practices b y the 
managing officers of those Institutions. But the facta 
so far b rought out In the audit and Inv estigation, as 
disclosed In statem ents 
giv en out b y 
Its 
directing 
head. A. C. ahallenb erger, seem to place the respon­ 
sib ility higher up. 
The auditors employed b y Mr. Shallenb erger hav e 
found In .sev eral cases 
tha t b anking Irregularities 
were. In fact, detected and pointed out b y examiners 
long b efore the state authorities took action to close 
up the estab lishm ents whose funds had b een disslpat- 
b y wildcat metliods, through loans made b y officers 
and directors to themselv es, or b y direct m isappropri­ 
ation. 
It Is furtherm ore rev ealed tha t where exam ­ 
iners counselled Immediate action in closing b anks, 
the state trade and commerce departm ent disregard­ 
ed their adv ice and allowed the offending financiers 
to continue In 
b usiness for a 
considerab le 
period, 
with the result tha t depositors lost more in the end 
than they would hav e done If a less dilatory policy 
had b een In force. 
This puts the m atter In an entirely different light 
from wiiat has b een the common understanding of 
the prim ary 
cause of so many b ank failures. 
No 
doub t, examiners w'ere sometimes at fault In neglect­ 
ing to dig down to the b ottom in their Inv estigation 
of b ank conditions; b ut as It now appears there was 
little Incentiv e for them to make a thoroughgoing job 
of It, since the departm ent frequently Ignored their 
reports and recommendations when they did so. 
A numb er of years ago the official at the head of 
the state b anking adm inistration used to say, when 
asked b y prudent b ankers why he did not close up in ­ 
stitutions which were known to b e In b ad condition: 
’’My job is not to close up sick b anks, b ut to doctor 
tnem and make good, healthy b anks out of them .” 
Of courie, such a program as tha t constituted an 
Inv itation to reckless and dishonest b ankers to do 
heir worst; and they did It w ith a v engeance. W hen 
the period of deflation and depression came on, start- 
ng In 1920, the woods were full of b anks whose own­ 
ers and m anagers had b een loaning m oniy right and 
left on flimsy security, 
using b ank 
funds to chase 
speculativ e v entures of one kind and another, and 
'v en taking lib erty b onds b elonging to their customers 
out of safety deposit b oxes and disposing of them 
in order to get more money for financing their per­ 
sonal projects. 
Not Infrequently, notes were forged 
and b ank b ooks falsified to cov er up these transac­ 
tions. 
Had the state superv isory officials 
made It 
their 
practice 10 and 12 years ago to come down heav ily 
upon b ankers who were found to hav e v iolated the 
law b y making excess loans and using cash resources 
of their Institutions to carry on their own jrlv ate 
deals, the sub sequent story m ight hav e b een v ery dif­ 
ferent. Closing a few b anks and prosecuting b ankers 
a t tha t time would hav e serv ed as notice to others 
tha t such speculations would not 
b e 
tolerated, and 
the deterrent effect prob ab ly would hav e sav ed many 
a b ank which later went upon the rocks. 


NO CONCLUSION. 
’The controv ersy b etween Bishop Cannon and his 
enemies may b e enlightening and entertaining b ut It 
will nev er reach a definite conclusion,

Bishop Cannon, it 
would 
seem, 
has an am b ition to b ecome 
the political dictator of 
the old commonwealth of Virginia. 
T hat Is a d an ­ 
gerous position for any 
churchm an. 
His 
personal 
fortunes and the progress of his church are so wov en 
together tha t one cannot take a tum b le without the 
other suffering. 
If any m an will rem ain In politics 
long enough he may reasonab ly anticipate 
he 
will 
take a punch on the nose.

I im lude the 
equiv alent of two gla.sses of skim 
milk a day (for It.s calcium as well 
as for Its complete protein) and il 
fome b utter or cream or whole milk 
Is not taken, then I adv ise you to 
use one teaspoonful of cod liv er oil 
(35 C.) or 2 to 4 cod liv er oil tab ­ 
lets (no calories). 
Aside from the fact that freak 
diets may b e, and usually are, great­ 
ly imb alanced may lower the re­ 
sistance greatly to Infections, and

WHERE THE BLAME LAT. 
It has been th# general belief that many of the 
several hundred bank failure* In Nebraska during th* 
j psst nine year* were the result of c arere a* work by 
stat# bank examiners In not uncovering and report­ 
ing private speculation and unlawful practice* by the 
managing officers of those institutions. But the facta 
to far brought out in the audit and investigation, ss 
disclosed In statements 
given out by its directing 
bead, A. C. flhailenberger. seem to place the respon­ 
sibility higher up 
The auditors employed by Mr. Shallenberger have 
found in several cases 
that banking Irregularities 
were, In fart, detected and pointed wit by examiners 
long before the state authorities took action to chee 
up the establishments whose funds had been disstpat- 
by wildcat methods, through loans made by officers 
and director* to themselves, or by direct misappropri­ 
ation. It is furthermore revealed that where exam­ 
iners counselled immediate action In closing banks, 
the state trade and commerce department disregard­ 
ed their advice and allowed the offending financiers 
to continue In 
business for a considerable period. 
with the result that depositor* lost more In UM end 
than they would have done lf a leas dilatory policy 
had been in force. 
This puts the matter in an entirely different light 
from what has been the common understanding of 
the primary 
cause of so many bank failures. 
No 
doubt, examiners were some ti mc* at fault in neglect­ 
ing to dig down to the bottom In their investigation 
of bank conditions; but as it now appears there was 
little incentive for them to make a thoroughgoing Job 
of It. sine* the department frequently ignored their 
reports and recommendations when they did so. 
A number of years ago the official at the head of 
the state banking administration used to say, when 
asked by prudent bankers why he did not close up in­ 
stitution* which were known to be In bad condition: 
"My Job Is not to close up sick banks, but to doctor 
'hem and make good, healthy banks out of them ” 
Of course, such a program as that constituted an 
Invitation to reckless and dishonest bankers to do 
cheir worst; and they did it with a vengeance 
When 
the period of deflation and depression came on. stari­ 
ng in IMO. the woods were full of banks whose own­ 
ers and managers had been loaning money right and 
left on flimsy security, using bank funds to chase 
speculative ventures of one kind and another, and 
•ven taking liberty bonds belonging to their customers 
out of safety deposit boxes and disposing of them 
in order to get more money for financing their per­ 
sonal projects. 
Not Infrequently, notes were forged 
and bank books falsified to cover up these transac­ 
tions. 
Had the state supervisory officials made it their 
practice IO and 12 years ago to come down heavily 
upon bankers who were found to have violated the 
law by making excess loans and using cash resources 
of their institutions to carry on their own private 
deals, the subsequent story might have been very dif­ 
ferent. Closing a few banks and prosecuting bankers 
at that time would have served as notice to others 
that such speculations would not be tolerated, and 
th* deterrent effect probably would have saved many 
a bank which later went upon the rocks. 


THE CRUISER PROGRAM. 
President Hoover is opening himself to well-found­ 
ed criticism by congress when he attempt* to set aside 
a cruiser program which was drafted and approved 
before the present occupant of the White House was 
elected. 
Th* law confers no such authority upon the presi­ 
dent It directs that ships shall be built within a spe­ 
cified period. The appropriations for the first battle 
cruisers have already benn made 
It is clearly man­ 
datory upon Mr. Hoover to tee that construction is 
carried out in accordance with the law. 
If th* president has the right to set aside and nulli­ 
fy this act by congress, then he has the authority to 
Ignore any congressional measure which does not 
meet with his approval, or which does not fit in with 
his Ideas 
That is the point which Senator Swanson 
a member of the committee on foreign affairs, made 
in his criticism of the president Sunday morning By 
his failure to comply with the provisions of the bat­ 
tle cruiser law, Mr Hoover is 
doing what he has 
sharply rebuked. He is selecting the laws which he 
believes should be observed and he is violating one 
which he thinks would 
prove detrimental to Ute 
American people. 
It is inconsistent and unsound. 
Why name a commission to study the causes contrib­ 
uting to the growing disrespect for government insti­ 
tutions in the United States when the White House 
itself furnishes every citiaen with an example of 
flaunting legislation with which it disagrees? 
• 
• 
a 
Mr. Hoover has been in Washington during the en­ 
tire period of this widening breach between the exe­ 
cutive and legislative branches of government over 
armament. He knows what created it. He recognises 
that it la an outgrowth of the sham agreement drawn 
under the 
leadership of 
President 
Harding and 
Secretary of State Hughes at the Washington arms 
conference. The "5-5-3 ratio" adopted at that time 
was valueless as applied to the present-day problems 
of armament. What it actually accomplished was the 
Junking of warships which had already become obso­ 
lete and which had been replaced In modern naval 
warfare by battle cruiser*. The agreement placed no 
limitations on cruiser building, with the result that 
Great Britain, Prance and Japan continued merrily 
with their programs. Only America lagged, to fall 
hopelessly in the rear. Mr. Coolidge was warned re­ 
peatedly by congress that It was folly for America to 
ignore what was being done by other countries. 
It 
was suggested that In the event the agreement per­ 
fected at the Washington conference could not be 
extended to Include cruisers and auxiliary ships, then 
Uncle Sam had no other choice than to formulate a 
program of construction. Mr. Coolidge attempted to 
get Prance, Oreat Britain, and Japan around the con­ 
ference table at Oeneva. He failed dismally and mis­ 
erably 
Thun congress drafted IU cruiser program. It 
did only what prudence and foresight dictated 
Now Mr. Hoover says that because a new ministry 
in Oreat Britain is willing to receive proposals for a 
further reduction in armament, the United States 
should not proceed with construction. 
Has he In­ 
formation Great Britain will scrap the battle cruisers 
which she has built in these last six years? If so, it 
is admitted the cruiser program is absurd and should 
be set aside. That should be done legally, however, 
and not through executive action. If Oreat Britain 
expects America to grant her the 
huge advantage 
which the. Prance, and Japan have gained while the 
United States was doing nothing, it placet an entire­ 
ly different complexion cm the problem. 
• • • 
~ 
Mr. Coolidge did not build battle cruisers because 
economy was the watchword of his administration. 
He could not continue his program of tax reduction 
lf he approved spending huge sums of money for war­ 
ships. 
That is one of the worries confronting Mr. Hoover 
He is ambitious to keep the tax burden as low as pow* 
Bible 
He and his associates know It will be impos­ 
sible to do any more slashing and more than that, 
It will be moat fortunate if increases are avoided. 
Mr Hoover has projected vast programs of internal 
Improvement which call few large allotments of tax 
funds 
Treasury receipts may be diminished because 
one large source. Income taxes, are dependent upon 
the currents of business and trade. It will be Impos­ 
sible to leave taxes at the present levels lf funds are 
used for permanent internal Improvements, and reve­ 
nue collection* grow smaller. 
But lf Mr. Hoover la determined to hold up cruiser 
construction he should carry his case to congress. The 
law which provides for the battle cruiser program 
should be repealed. Otherwise the president is in the 
Marne position as any other man who Ignores a statute 
which he does not like. 


NO CONCLUSION. 
Th* controversy between Bishop Cannon and his 
enemies may be enlightening and entertaining but it 
will never reach a definite conclusion. 
To his friends the Virginia clerical political leader 
fat a paragon of virtue, Even his adventism in stocks 
will not shock their sensibilities. In th* eyes of those 
who disagreed with him, it did not require the charge 
that he had dabbled in the stock market to condemn 
him in their eyes 
He had already been 
marked 
down and the only effect of these recent disclosures 
was to give them the satisfaction of shaking their 
heads and uttering: 
"I told you so" 
Bo the incident will pass and be dismissed within 
a short time. 
The unfortunate feature of Bishop Cannon's par­ 
ticipation in politics to the real injury which may 
result to his church. Incalculable harm to the splen­ 
did caus* of religion may be anticipated when any 
minister continues to direct the political activities of 
a commonwealth. 
Bishop Cannon, it 
would 
seem, 
hqg an ambition to become the political dictator of 
the old commonwealth of Virginia. That to a dan­ 
gerous position for any 
churchman. 
His 
personal 
fortunes and the progress of his church are so woven 
together that one cannot take a tumble without the 
other suffering. If any man will remain in politics 
long enough he may reasonably anticipate he will 
take a punch on the now.

I can’t emphasize often enough 
that I do not advise any freak diets 
for reducing. This so-called Holly­ 
wood diet undoubtedly will reduce, 
because the day's calories do not 
average more than 800 or JOO a day, 
some of the days being as low as 
700 C. Without a careful analysis, 
I would say this diet toot a danger­ 
ous one for a few days, for it seems 
to tak care of the protein and gives 
goodly amounts of vegetables and 
fruits and some starchy food. But 
there is no milk allowed, nor butter 
or cream, so It would be deficient 
in the vitamin A. In th# founda­ 
tion diet that I advise, I include the 
equivalent of two glasses of skim 
milk a day (for its calcium as well 
as for Its complete protein* and if 
some butter or cream or whole milk 
is not taken, then I advise you to 
use one teaspoonful of cod liver oil 
(35 Cd or 2 to 4 cod liver oil tab­ 
lets (no calories). 
Aside from the fact that freak 
diet* may be, and usually are. great­ 
ly unbalanced, may lower the re­ 
sistance greatly to infections, and 
bring on deficiency diseases, are 
monotonous and inconvenient, a 
{ 
rest objection to them to that 
hey do not teach reducer# any­ 
thing about dietetics. A knowledge 
of dietetic* Is very important, be­ 
cause the one who to inclined to 
put on weight must always watch 
his diet and he should do so in­ 
telligently. 
On freak diets, you 
may reduce your weight (and your 
health), 
but 
you 
are 
reducing 
blindly, and the moment you finish 
with the diet and go back to your 
former habits (for you can’t stay on 
these monotonous diets for the rest 
of your Ufe», you are going to gain 
again 
The really normal eating instinct 
would cause one . to keep normal 
weight, and eating so that weight 
is gained show's that abnormal eat­ 
ing habits 
have been acquired. 
After a proper reduction diet has 
been carried on for some time, one 
1 that allows the consumption of all 


foods in moderation, the normal 
habits of eating are re-established. 
That's on# of the real values of a 
scientific reducing diet

For lf the new 
debt agreement goes into operation 
on September I, the date contem­ 
plated by the committee of experts, 
the office of agept general, tog*tiler 
with all It* associated organizations 
rn Germany, will be abolished. 
Except for a brief period in 1924, 
w'hen Owen D. Young initiated the 
Dswes plan as its first agent gen­ 
eral, Mr. Gilbert has administered 
the reparations payments during 
the entire life or the settlement. 
He has supervised the collection 
and payment of millions of dollars 
in sold and deliveries In kind. I 
which Germany has transferred to 
the allied governments. The post 
carries wide responsibility and au­ 
thority. When he took it over, Mr. 
Gilbert was Just S3 years old. He 
had already served ss undersecre­ 
tary of the treasury and he is still 
under 40 
The abolition of his office does
